IMPROVEMENT IN COMBINED SCALE AND COIN-TESTER. 


Specification forming part of Letters Patent No. 216,184, datel Jone 3, 1579; application tiled 
Mareh 27, 1879. 


To all whom tt may concern: 

Ge it known that I, GEorGE IIoaa, of tke 
city, county, and State of New York, have in- 
vented a new and Improved Combined Seale 
and Coin-Tester, of which the following is a 
specification. 

Figure Lis & top view of my improved de- 
Vice. Fig. 2 is a side view of the same, partly 
in section, throngh the broken line wow, Fig. 1. 
Fig. 5 is a detailed cross-section of the same, 
taken through the line yy, Fig. 1.) Fig. 4 isa 
detail view of the reverse side of the cuin-scale 
beam. 

Similar letters of reference indicate corre- 
sponding parts. 

The object of this invention is to furnish 
giles for weighing Jetters and other mail- 
watter which shall be provided with appli- 
ances for testing the weight, size, and thick- 
ness of coins, and which at the same time shall 
be simple in construction and convenient and 
reliable in use. ; 

The invention consists in the combination of 
the slotted vertical plate with the slotted scaie- 
pan of a scales, for testing the size and thick- 
ness of gold and silver coins; and in the com- 
bination of the second beam and its weight 
with the main beam and its weight, aid with 
the seale-pan provided with the slots, and the 
vertical plate provided with the slots for test- 
ing the weight, the size, and the thickness of 
gold and silver coins, as hereinafter fully de- 
seri bed. 

A represents the standard, B the main beam, 
C the weight, and D the pan or platform, ot 
the scales, which parts are connected together 
aud balanced in the usual way. 

The seale-pan D is wade flat, and has a se- 
ries ef slots, @’, formed through it to reccive 
the cifferent gold and silver coins, the slots 
towant one end of the pan D being intended 
for the gold coins, and those toward the other 
end being intended for the silver coins. The 
slots @ are made of a length aud breadth equal 
to the diameter and thickness of the various 
€0ibs, 80 a8 to test their size and thickness. 


To the central part of the lower side of the 
pan Dis attached the upper edge of a vertical 
plate, E, which has slots ¢ formed in it directly 
beneath the slots d@ of the said pan D. The 
slots e’ are made of a breadth equal to the 
breadth of the slots d’, and of a depth equal 
to half the length of the said slots d’, so that 
the coins will be held with their diameters in 
line with the seale-pan D. 

I is the beam which is used for testing the 
weight of the coins, and whieh is counected at 
itsends with the main beam B by bolts. screws, 
orrivets G. The beam F is provided with a 
weight, I], for balancing the coins. In the 
upper edge of the beam F are formed notches 
at the various points where the weight H 
should stand to balance the various coins. 

The notches for the gold coins should be 
marked upon one side of the beain F, and the 
notches for the silver coins should be marked 
upon the other side of the said beam, with the 
value of the coins to which they belong. 

The slots d’ in the seale-pan D nay also be 
marked with the value of the coins to which 
they belong. 

With this construction the device, while 
serving as a scale for weighing letters and 
other mail-matter, also serves as a test for the 
size, the thickness, and the weight of gold and 
silver coins. 

Having thus fully deseribed my invention, I 
claim as new and desire to secnre by Letters 
Patent— 

The combination of the seale-pan D, consist- 
ing of a horizontal plate, provided with slots @, 
and the vertical plate E, provided with the slots 
e’, and the supplemental seale-beam F, secured 
by the bolts G to the seale-beam B, so as to 
be parallel with the said beam, and provided 
with the weight H, with the main beam B and 
its weight ©, snbstantially as and for the pur- 
pose set forth.

| COUNTERFEIT-COIN DETECTER. 


SPECIFICATION forming part of Letters Patent No. 224,807, dated February 24, 1880, 


To all tchom it may comecrn: 


Be it known that I, Jonn A. Toomrson, of 
Chicago, in the county of Cook and State’ of 


INinois, have invented certain new and use- 
iW Tinprovements in Couuterfeit-Coin Detect- 
ora; and | hereby declare the following to be 
r full, clear, and exact description thereof, 
hich will enable others skilled in the art to 
which my invention appertains to make and 
ise the same, reference being had to the ac- 
‘oppanving drawing, forming a part hereof, 
vd in which the figure represents a perspec- 
ive view of a counterfeit-coin detecter em- 
sodying my improvements. 

The object of my invention is to provide a 
levice that will readily and surely detect 
sonnterfeit from genuine ecvin; and my inven- 
ion consists in the construction of the device 
or detecter, as hereinafter described and 
slaimed. 

It is well known that when coin is made 
vholly or in part of base meta! it is lighter 
han gennine coin of the same size, and if 
nade of the sane weight it must necessarily 
© thicker or larger in diameter than the gen- 
line coin, 

In the drawing, A represents a y.ate of 
heet metal of known gage and weight, pref- 
cvably of brass or German silver, and may be 
fany desired dimensions, and which is first 
famped from a fat piece of metal, and its de- 
cendingand tapering sides orflanges afterward 
ormed as shown, 60 as to form the fuleruin 
oor the plate.

If the coin 4 ‘made ahioker 
than and so as to cor respond in weight with 
the gennine coin it will not pass within the 
desired slot to its proper place, and will, con- 
sequently, fail to tip the plate on its fuleram. 

It will be observed that the flanges d are 
made tapering from at er about their fal- 
crnins to their ends, and that the plate A is 
provided with two fuleruiwwe, ¢, which are 
forined out of and as a part of the flanges d. 
The space e between the falernms ¢ need not 
necessarily be cnt ont, and the notches # may 
be filed away (more or less) for the purpose of 
adjusting the fulernins to the plate. 

Having thas described my invention, what 
I claim as vew, and desire to secure by Let-

re In a counterfeit-coin detecter, the plate 

A, provided with the tapering slots b, sub- 
stantially as shown and described. 

2. In a counterteit-coin detecter, the plate 
A, provided With the tapering slots b, tapering 
flanges d, and fulcruins ¢, suostantially as 
shown and described.
